Coefield was sentenced to death 
in November, 1950, for the holdup- 
killing of a liquor store clerk in 
Oakland on the night of October 7, 
1949. 


He states that Teets has been ad­ 
vised by Dr. M. O. Willcutts, chief 
medical officer at San Quentin, 
that he s u f f e r s from several 
psychoses. The law prohibits the 
execution of any criminal afflicted 
with mental disorders. 


“In complete disregard of the law 
and facts,” the petition states, Teets 
has refused to call the facts to the 
attention of the district attorney 
and cause an inquiry into Coefield’s 
sanity. 


No need for a third Golden Gate 
bridge crossing would exist if a 
monorail system were installed, An­ 
son S. Bilger, president of General 
Monorail corporation, told some 220 
civilian a n j military transportation 
men last night. Expected increases 
in vehicular traffic would require 
a second crossing, however. 


The occasion was a meeting of the 
San Francisco chapter of the Na­ 
tional Defense association at the 
Fort Mason Officers club. Bilger re­ 
minded the group that the bridge 
Was originally engineered to accom­ 
modate such a system and that its 
installation would not cause strain 
on the bridge. 


(Clifford Paine, an associate of 
Bridge Engineer Joseph B. Strauss, 
recently told the bridge directors 
that Strauss had often spoken of 
monorail-type transportation. But, 
he asserted, the bridge was not 
constructed for monorail. 


National Safety Council figures 
were presented to show that no 
traffic fatalities had occurred on a 
monorail 
system, 
although 
1,692 
were killed last year in ground-level 
traffic accidents at grade crossings 
alone. 
Bilger stressed the need by Civil 
Defense units in large cities for 
portable monorail units which could 
operate when ground-level trans­ 
portation is stopped because of rub­ 
ble, snow or other difficulties. 


He explained that a portable unit 
is available which could be set up 
by a 12-man crew at the rate of 600 
per day with common tools. The 
unit has four basic, prefabricated 
parts. 


In case of bombing, Montgomery 
and California streets would be con­ 
sidered the zero point (most likely 
to be hit), and many wounded would 
need to be evacuated to San Ra­ 
fael and other Marin communities, 
a company spokesman said. 


The UMT measure is being de­ 
bated this week in the House of 
Representations.

‘SUPERFICIAL’ TRAINING 
Austin, in his analysis of the 
congressional bill, pointed out the 
brief training period allowed in the 
proposed plan for many subjects to 
be mastered. He showed by com­ 
parison with the time required in 
a college program for the mastery 
of comparable skills how superfi­ 
cial must* be the knowledge the 
trainee would have at the end of 
his six months’ training record. 
“If this were followed up by an­ 
other six or nine months of train­ 
ing, it might hava some practical 
use,” he said, “but since this is not 
the plan, it is easy to see how little 
value the training will have in case 
of an emergency a year or several 
years after the end ft the train­ 
ing period.” 
Cost of the proposed program he 
called “fantastic” and quoted offi­ 
cial figures showing that the cost 
is out of all proportion with any 
possible value that might result. In 
the initial stage It is proposed to 
train only 60,000 men, but the cost 
per man for the six months’ period 
is to be $6,648, and the total cost 
$398,895,210. 
That, Austin emphasized, is only 
the start. In the second phase 800,- 
000 men are to receive the training 
at a cost per man of $5,235, or a 
total cost for the half year of more 
than four billion dollars. From then 
on, in the third and final phase, 
the plan is to spend well over two 
billion dollars each half year to 
continue the program. All the way 
through, it is planned to employ 
one trainer for each two trainees.

San Pablo Bay 


Explosive Site 


Upheld By Army 


Establishment of an explosive an­ 
chorage at San Pablo bay would not 
completely prevent fishing activities 
in the area, Army engineers indicat­ 
ed today. 
The project, which is opposed by 
several commercial and sport groups 
of fishermen—including the Marin 
Rod and Gun club—would bring an 
average of less than five vessels per 
month into the anchorage, around 
40 per cent of which would carry 
less than 250 tons of explosives each, 
Judging from past records, the en­ 
gineers said. 
Other vessels and craft may pass 
through the forbidden area, al­ 
though they may not anchor there 
when vessels carrying less than 250 
tons of explosives are anchored, 
regulations state. 
When» vessels carrying more than 
250 tons of explosives are present, 
small crafts may not anchor and 
will be warned of the danger but 
not required to leave. 
The San Pablo bay site has been 
considered on the basis of being as 
far as possible frojn inhabited land 
areas with a minimum of 8,000 feet 
distance therefrom; having as small 
an amount of marine traffic In the 
vicinity as possible; and a depth of 
water sufficient for navigation for 
the largest vessel expected to use 
the anchorage. 
Navy 
requirements 
state 
this 
would require 31 feet at mean lower 
low water, which San Pablo bay has. 
Reason for wanting to move the 
anchorage from its present location 
was given as “the probable danger 
to life, property and navigation La 
case of an explosion, due to its 
proximity to heavily populated land 
area and marine traffic. Also the 
site of the proposed Richmond-San 
Rafael bridge would be located in 
the danger zone surrounding the ex­ 
plosive anchorage.” 
The present anchorage is located 
in the bay between San Quentin and 
Paradise Cove.

Phyle entered the gas chamber at 
10 am., cyanide pellets were drop­ 
ped into the acid at 10:03, and he 
was pronounced dead at 10:13 am., 
according to prison officials. 
Phyle’s execution was postponed 
12 times in the past six years. His

An ex-paratrooper from Los An 
geles, Phyle shot to death Elmer E. 
Frazee, a watchman at Pacific 
Beach federal housing project on 
Nov. 24, 1945. 
He was unable to 
open a safe at the housing project’s 
office, but took Frazee’s wallet 
which contained $1.25. 
Captured at Escondido the next 
day, Phyle confessed the killing. He 
was sentenced to death and origin­ 
ally scheduled to die on Dec. f, 1946, 
His long series of appeals we^e based 
on a plea of Insanity. 
Once Phyle came so close to the 
gas chamber that he was declared 
legally dead by the secretary of 
state. 
One of the 12 stays of execution 
was granted by U. S. Suprems Court 
Justice William 0. Douglas Jan 
22, 1951.

not less than 24 months in duration. 
This is in contrast to the six months 
offered by the UMT proposal. 
SEVEN ALTERNATIVES 
A citizen may satisfy the mini­ 
mum requirements for military ser­ 
vice under the AAJC plan in any 
of seven different ways: 
1—He may enlist in any branch of 
the regular military establishments. 
2—He may enlist in the National 
Guard of the several states. 
3—He may seek appointment to 
attend one of the national military 
academies. 
4—He may attend college and take 
normal education concurrently with 
ROTC or equivalent military train­ 
ing. 
5—He should have the privilege 
of attending a junior college or 
technical institute in which he may 
receive concurrent basic military 
training and education. 
6—He should be permitted to en­ 
list In the organized and active 
reserve component of any branch of 
the military service open to him. 
7—If any eligible young man can­ 
not or does not choose to select one 
of these six methods, he will be sub­ 
ject to induction into the armed 
forces at the age of 18 % years under 
the provisions of Selective Service. 


Proponents of the junior college

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Today's Schools Train 
Leaders Of Tomorrow I . 


A group of elementary school principals in 
St Louis has come up with a plan to combat 
what it terms "unwarranted and irresponsible 
criticism of teachers and school administrators/* 
These principals are going to meet this prob­ 
lem with an "educational program for the 
general public/* 
So be it. We wish them luck. They’ll need 
it because they’ve taken on a project of major 
proportions. 
From time undeterminable we’ve been try­ 
ing to carry on an "educational program for 
the general public** about the seriousness of 
all school matters. We’ve appealed to the purse 
and the heart strings. Just when we think the 
dear public is beginning to be aware of its 
schools, what happens? 
An election involving school funds and the 
selection of a school board member draws less 
than one-fourth the number of registered voters 
in the district. Unless there is something more 
attractive on the ballot, the dear public stays 
away from the polls in droves when school 
issues only are submitted. This, in spite of 
the fact that schools take nearly a fifty cent 
bite out of every tax dollar, and the welfare 
of our young maliable youngsters is at stake. 
To the conscientious school teachers and 
administrators who are in the majority, this 
apathy is most discouraging. But to the self- 
righteous and bull-headed among them who 
are enthralled with their own book-learning, 
this same apathy is looked upon as a nod of 
approval, A negative one, to be sure, like "no 
news is good news’*. But a nod. 
And therein lurks the danger of our whole 
school system. 
Mrs. lone Swan made this discovery as a 
principal in an elementary school in Los 
Angeles and was courageous enough to carry 
her discovery to the people who had permitted 
the abuses in the first place. 
As a result of her one-woman battle, five of 
the seven school board members whom she at­ 
tacked, have either resigned, been defeated for

AT TIMES THERE ARE prob­ 
lems, the world being w hit It Is, 
to which there is no good solu­ 
tion as long as all concerned are 
primarify 
interested 
in 
having 
their righteousness publicly recog­ 
nized. The painful problem of the 
prisoners of the Korean war is of 
this kind. In principle the prob­ 
lem is quite insoluble. The United 
Nations cannot agree ~to return 
Chinese and North Koreans who 
have deserted to our lines or are 
known to have become anti-Com­ 
munist. In principle the Peiping 
government and the North Korean 
authorities 
cannot 
admit 
that 
their soldier* have a right to desert 
or to renounce their allegiance. 
So there we sit. Or rather, there 
sit the unhappy prisoners of w a r- 
waiting. 


THE REAL QUESTION, I be­ 
lieve, is whether the prisoners are 
now a pretext for avoiding an 
armistice. If they are not a pre­ 
text then, despite the principles, 
their problem should be soluble. 
We are not, however, likely to find 
out whether they are a pretext or 
not qaerely by exchanging public 
declarations at Panmunjom. The 
crucial matter cannot be tested 
except by diplomacy. 
We ought to begin by realizing 
that while we are in honor bound 
not to repatriate unwilling men, 
we have messed up our own po­ 
sition. We have no legal case un­ 
der the Geneva Treaty which w# 
did so much to write. By the fear­ 
ful error of supplying the Com­ 
munist authorities with a complete 
list of the names and the regi­ 
ments of all the prisoners we have 
captured, we have made it ex­ 
tremely difficult in practice to 
carry out our principle that only 
those shall go back who want to. 
The Communists can now punish 
the families of those who do not 
want to go back. And, even If the 
central governments were dispos­ 
ed to an amnesty, they would by 
such leniency lose face with their 
own henchmen. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, if only they had never been 
given the names of the desert*:* 
and the defectors, they would 
never know—as the South Kor­ 
eans do not know—who is dead, 
who escaped, who crossed over to 
the other side. What they did not 
know would not bother them very 
mueh. 


WE ARE DEALING HERE not 
with abstract principle* but with 
a condition of affairs. 
Once we 
had recognized our own blunder, 
the way to repair it, or rather to 


extricate ourselves from its conse­ 
quences, was by a diplomatic ne­ 
gotiation away from Panmunjom 
and at a different level than that 
of the field commanders. For the 
essential difficulty of solving the 
problem of the prisoner* lies in 
the publicity. It can make no dif­ 
ference at all to the Communists 
if a few thousand men more or 
less return. Had these men been 
killed, or had 
they 
disappeared 
somehow—if 
only 
their 
names 
were not on those cursed lists— 
the great principles which* neither 
side can now renounce would not 
be wearing out men’s lives. 


The^ U. N. ha* many ways of 
making diplomatic contact with 
the other side. Is there any rea­ 
son why an unexcitable intermedi­ 
ary should not quietly explain to 
Peiping and to Moscow that there 
ha* been—shall we say—an unfor­ 
tunate bureaucratic error, as a re­ 
sult of which the official notices 
annoucing the death and escape 
of numbers of their prisoners have 
been delayed . . . and that while 
there are still the great principles, 
of course—which would profitably 
be discussed by a commission rep­ 
resenting all the nations^—they do 
not for the moment have any prac­ 
tical bearing on the Korean ques­ 
tion. 


SOMETHING OF THIS SORT 
would work, I have no doubt, pro­ 
vided the prisoners are not now 
a convenient pretext for not con­ 
cluding an armistice. 
There are 
dozens of ways of saving the prin­ 
ciples, of saving face, and of sav­ 
ing the prisoners, if there is a 
will to end the war. 
If there is 
not a will to end the war, then 
the unhappy prisoners will provide 
a talking point for not ending the 
war. 


To say, however, that the prob­ 
lem of the prisoners is soluble if 
there is a will to end the war Is 
to use a very big If. For my own 
part, despite occasional moment* 
of wishful hope, I have never 
been able to see clearly how an 
armistice in Korea could be con­ 
cluded with the Peiping govern­ 
ment as long as we are committed 
to Chiang and the war he pledged 
to wage against the Peiping gov­ 
ernment. 
Can a war be halted 
and can peace negotiations begin 
on one frontier of China while 
wars go on in Indo-China and 'in 
the Formosa strait? Makbe such 
strange things are possible. 
But 
it seems more likely to me that the 
several Chinese wars will prove in 
the end to be inseparable.

(Sick, accident or death benefit 
assessments are not deductible.) 
Dues and initiation fees to your 
labor union.

Expense of attending meeting* 
of your trade. 
License fees, If a license is nec­ 
essary to your trade or employ­ 
ment.

Dickie Kerr, who stayed straight 
when Shoeless Joe Jackson and 
others were supposed to have gone 
away In the Black Sox Scandal of 
1919, likes to talk about the Shoe­ 
less one as a hitter. 
The death of Shoeless Joe brought 
this comment from Kerr, who pitch­ 
ed for the White Sex against Cin­ 
cinnati and tried to win while some 
of his mates were toying to throw 
the aeries: 
“Jackson was probably the best 
natural hitter who ever lived. I 
whs on the Sox with him for two 
years and I never saw him fooled 
by a pitch, not even in those days 
when they were throwing him the 
shine ball, the spit ball and the 
mud ballv which were legal then. 


JUST DIDN’T KNOW 
“Joe Jackson didn’t know which 
arm they were throwing with, or 
what they were throwing. They just 
didn’t fool him, and he always 
thought he hit the fast ball. That’s 
right, everything looked like a fast 
ball to him. 
“He used to come back to the 
binch after hitting a blue darter, 
and I ’ve asked him many a tine: 
•What’d you hit, Joe? 
M 'Looked like a fast ball to me,’ 
was always Joe’s answer. 
TWO GREATEST HITTERS 
“The two greatest hitters in base­ 
ball history in my book were Jack­ 
son, as left-handed swinger, and 
Rogers Hornsby as a right-hander."

The 1952 hunting and fishing 
regulations b e c o m e effective to­ 
morrow. 
There are few of the regulations 
which will effect sportsmen now, 
but several seasons wil close, and 
should be mentioned. 
Major among these is the black 
bass! crappie, sunfish and Sacra­ 
mento perch seasons In the area 
north of the Mono, Madera, Fresno, 
San Benito, Santa Clara and Santa 
Crus counties. Elsewhere, with ex­ 
ceptions which we will m e n t i o n 
later, the season remains open. 
The exceptions are Arrowhead, 
Big Bear and Gregory lakes which 
are closed in the southern area, and 
a number of lakes and reservoirs in 
the northern district which remain 
open. 
The 14 reservoirs and lakes which 
remain open In the northern area 
are Exchequer in Mariposa county; 
Don Pedro in Tuolumne, Melones in 
Tuolumne 
and 
Calaveras, 
Salt 
Springs and Hogan In Calaveras, 
East Park in Colusa, Stony Gorge 
in Glenn, Turlock, Modesto and 
Oakdale in Stanislaus, Coyote and 
Anderson In Santa Clara, Shasta 
Lake in Shasta and Clear Lake In 
Lake. 
These are all good bass fishing 
waters and should not be overlooked 
by bass fishermen as soon as the 
waters are right. To my personal 
knowledge Shasta, Clear Lake, Coy­ 
ote, Salt Springs, Stony Gorge, Ex­ 
chequer and Don Pedro all were 
good early producers last year. Hie 
others are probably as good, or they 
would not have been recommended 
for opening by the fish and game 
department. 
In addition there are the Kelly- 
Pinto lakes group in Santa Crus 
county and Millerton on the San 


Joaquin river which provide good 
bass fishing as soon as the water 
gets right.

THE OTHER SEASON that opens 
with the first of the month is the 
frogging season. It runs f r o m 
March 1 to Nov. 30. 
Closures this month Include the 
end of steelhead season at one hour 
after sunset tonight—and the way 
steelheading has gone this year it’s 
not much of a loss — and the bear 
hunting season in Del Norte, Hum­ 
boldt and Mendocino counties. I 
haven’t heard much clamor to keep 
that season open either. Bear hunt­ 
ing is already closed In the rest of 
the state.

It's Hard To Get Stamp 


Made For Something...

WASHINGTON CU.R)—The Amer­ 
ican Automobile A s s o c i a t i o n Is 
eporting a red lace these days — 
and all because of a three-cent 
•tamp. 
The stamp commemorates the 
!0th anniversary of the AAA. The 
guy who made the design has the 
driver behind the wheel on the 
left-side instead of the right. 
According to Dick Tupper of the 
a a a, who swears he did not get a 
chance to approve the drawing be­ 
fore it became a stamp, most cars 
80 years ago followed the British 
pattern. With the driver on the 
right. 
But it’s too late now. The stamp 
has been approved by the govern­ 
ment and will be out in time for the 
AAA anniversary party in Chicago 
«1 March 4. That was the day in 
1902 when a few of the hardy 
“autoraobllists ” as they called them 
in those days, got together and de­ 
cided an auto club was the thing 
to form. 
Incidentally, if you want a new 
stamp t# honor your cigar-smoking 
club, or the canasta group or the 
“500” gang, you might as well for­ 
get about it. 
First, you couldn’t afford to lobby 
for it. Second, your c h a n c e s of 
getting one are prohibitive. 
1 just looked into the matter. 
«The triple A was lucky. Some 
110,000,000 stamps will be issued. 
Zero could have been the result. 
The auto people were among the 


successful five groups of thousands 
who wanted to advertise shrimp, 
long horns, bright kids, and fried 
worms. (All of these were suggested 
as stamp possibilities, according to 
postal officials.) 
The five new stamps which are 
being produced include .the AAA, 
Flagmaker Betsy Ross, the 4-H 
clubs, Baltimore and Ohio Rail­ 
road, and another commemorating 
the arrival of Lafayette in America. 
It’s hard to get a foot in the door 
of the new stamp department in 
Washington. 
First you have to get somebody 
stirred up enough to be interested 
in What Cheer, Iowa, or wherever 
or whatever. Having stirred you 
have to mix. With the minor wheels 
of the postal department. After 
that, you have to go to your con­ 
gressman. If you can convince him 
that your chamber of commerce or 
sewing circle is worthy of a stamp 
in its honor, maybe he will intro­ 
duce a bill to that effect. 
Maybe, or probably, the bill won’t 
get past a pigeon-hole. And if it 
does, chances are that a quorem 
won’t show up when it comes up 
for a vote. 
It’s that tough. 
My advice to anyone who hankers 
to get a stamp issued for somebody 
or some group is to forget about it 
Either that or to make a few hand- 
drawn 
samples *and 
send 
’em 
around to dear old friends, putting 
an old stamp on the cover. 
The latter way is cheaper and 
quicker.

SACRAMENTO (IV-Ths possibil­ 
ity of a stop gap loan to keep the 
state veterans farm and home loan 
program going is under considera­ 
tion ■ 


Senator Nelson S. Dilworth (R., 
Hemet) said today he is going to 
see whether a loan qan be made 
from the state’s treasury surplus by 
amending the budget at the legis­ 
lative session opening Monday. 
The farm and home purchase 
program Is shutting down tomorrow 
for lack of funds. It is normally 
financed by periodic bond issues. 
The latest 100 million dollar issue 
has run out. 
Another 150 millions have been 
approved by the legislature, but a 
vote of the people is still required. 
That is scheduled for the November 
general election although Governor 
Warren has been asked to allow 
the lawmakers to advance the vot­ 
ing date to the June primary. 
Even after the new bond issue 
has been ratified, it will take about 
three months more to start loaning 
money to veterans again. 
Dilworth said the executives com­ 


mittees of both the American Le­ 
gion and Veterans of Foreign Wars 
of California hava endorsed the 
loan idea. 


He declared the plan is so closely 
tied up with general state finances 
that the legislature could appar­ 
ently consider it without the gov­ 
ernor’s specific permission even if 
it requires something more than 
an amendment of the budget. 
The upcoming session is limited 
to finances and such other matters 
as Warren specifies.

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Use Of Alcohol Inhalation In 
Treatment Of Lung Edema

ALCOHOL vapor Is now being 
used to check edema o! the lung. 
This is a condition In which a dan­ 
gerous amount of fluid collects in 
the lung, oozing from blood vessels 
into the tiny air sacs of the lung. 
Usually, people suffering from 
this disorder have severe shortness 
of breath, and spit up blood-tinged, 
frothy fluid. 
The causes of this condition are 
many. It may result from heart 
disease of any type, or may occur 
in any form of head injury. Severe 
lung disease, such as pneumonia, 
and severe forms of allergy and 
serum sickness, are other causes. 
Edema is sometimes-seen following 
blood transfusions. 
In the past, various drugs have 
been used to relieve edema of the 
lung..The main idea in employing 
thepa has been to reduce the amount 
of fluid so that th£ blood can re­ 
ceive the proper amount of oxygen 
and carry enough of this vital gas 
to the body tissues. The usual treat­ 
ment is with large doses of mor­ 
phine with atropine. Oxygen, under 
proper pressure, is sometimes help­ 
ful, as are large amounts of seda­ 
tives.Alcohol, it has been found makes 
it easier for the person to receive 
oxygen, even with fluid in the lung. 


One way of giving the alcohol Is 
through a regular oxygen mask. The 
vapor is usually breathed for a half- 
hour at a time, followed by a 15- 
minute rest period.. 
The alcohol treatment has given 
good results in numerous cases, and 
has been suggested as a routine 
measure in cases of edema of the 
lung.Of course, in all cases, an effort 
should be made to find the under­ 
lying cause of the condition so that 
it may be treated directly. However, 
the alcohol treatment may be tried 
to relieve the symptoms until the 
cause is removed.

WASHINGTON — Senators are 
people after all and most of them 
have outside hobbies. But it sur­ 
prised me when I ordered a book 
on wildflowers to find it had been 
written in 1933 by Sen. Aiken 
ÍR.-VU 
To many who know the senator’s 
reputation as a horticulturist, the 
book is not news. “So many people 
were writing to me for information 
about wildflowers I, was spending all 
my time answering their letters — 
also I was going broke,*’ Sen. Aiken 
said. “I wrote the book in self de­ 
fense.’* 
When he was 20 George Aiken and 
a friend borrowed $100 to plant a 
patch of raspberries. Before he had 
obtained full ownership of the prop­ 
erty near Putney, Vi, it had grown 
to 500 acres and included a nursery. 
He began to study wildflowers when 
he discovered arbutus on the pas­ 
ture land he was clearing, 
“I didn't want to plow them un­ 
der,” he said, “so I took up several 
hundred and transplanted them. 
They all lived. I sold them all at a 
good price." He smarted shipping the 
arbutus and fringed gentian to all 
parts of the country and to some 
places abroad, Western China, South 
America, Palestine. Then people 
finding interesting variations of 
numerous types of wildflowers be­ 
gan sending them to him. 
'The Aiken Nurseries at .Putney 
are now concentrating on finding 
ways to propagate wildflowers and 
make them grow in other places. In 
addition, they grow evergreens, 


shrubs and other perennials. 
“I could earn more money at home 
if only I could stay there to look 
after things and raise more stock,” 
the senator said. Meanwhile, Mrs. 
Aiken keeps a capable eye on the 
business, which is limited to about 
12 acres. The rest of the property is 
mostly woodland. 
Sen. Aiken would, like very much 
to take time off to revise his book 
on wildflowers, although he admits 
he wrote about all there is on the 
subject in his first edition. This, in­ 
cidentally, he dedicated to Peter 
Rabbit, “in the hope that flattery 
will accomplish what traps and guns 
have failed to do and that the little 
rascal will let our plants alone from 
this time on.” 
The senator has also written a 
manual called “Pioneering With 
Fruits and Berries." Re-elected to a 
six-year term in 1950, he was first 
elected to the Senate in 1940 after 
serving several years as governor of 
his state. The Aikens have four 
children and 11 grandchildren.

Spelling bees have been out of 
style for many years. I know they 
had their bad side. But spelling 


bees did make good spelling Am. 
They gave a boost to pupils with 
good memories. Maybe we need to 
revive spelling bees. Why let ath­ 
letes have all the fun?

SACRAMENTO (Jf) — The Cali­ 
fornia Truchera Association dis­ 
closed plans today to seek $32.9 
million for needy school districts at 
the legislature*! budget session 
opening Monday.

There is some doubt as 
to whether thi* legislature can 
write the proposed change in the 
basic school aid formula without 
express permission by the governor. 
• The school appropriation move 
came as the first major draft on 
the state's estimated surplus of 
$140 million. The prime fight of the 
session U expected not on Gover­ 
nor Warren’s billion dollar budget 
but on demands to cut taxes in 
view of the fat condition of the 
treasury. 
Senator Nelson S. Dilworth (R, 
Hemet), chairman of the sanati 
education committee, told a report­ 
er that legislators seem generally 
agreed on the need for more Mill­ 
port money. 
"We’ve been talking in terras of 
|0 to 20 million dollars,*’ he said. 
Dilworth said he was informed by 
the legislative counsel that toe 
budget session can. take up the 
school problem, .Robert McKay of 
the CTA got an informal opinion 
from the same source that the $32.9 
million could be added to the state 
budget—but without detailing how 
it is to be spent.

Thif means voting directly on' 
UMT instead of sidetracking the 
issue by sending it back to com­ 
mittee. That procedure would put 
the measure on ice for this ses­ 
sion, but it could emerge again. 
Hie present bill calls for com­ 
pulsory six months* training of 18- 
year-olds. with 7H years’ service In 
the reserves. It does not specify 
a starting date or designate how 
many are to be trained. 
Several amendments are expected 
to be presented next week, including 
one to set a date for either the end 
of this phase of UMT or for a con­ 
gressional review of the program. 
A motion to send the measure 
bgck to the committee also is ex­ 
pected. This would 'permit congress­ 
men to postpone action without 
taking a definite stand on the issue 
of UMT Itself. 
"This matter has been pending 
here for years and yaars,** Kilday 
said. "If there ever was a proposi­ 
tion that was thoroughly studied, 
this one has been.

"It still doesn’t represent total 
needs of the schools by any means," 
McKay said, calling attention to 
ever increasing class loads. "It 
would only complete the needs as 
estimated in 1950." 
Here is how the CTA proposes to 
distribute the proposed increase in 
support funds: 
Excessive growth, $3 million; 
changes in basis of computing ADA, 
$12 million: elementary schools. 
$24.9 million; high schools, $2.7 
million: and junior colleges, $1.1 
million.

Prices Level Off, But They'll 
Go Up Again In Coming Months 


WASHINGTON (U.R) — Govern­ 
ment price experts have warned 
that the cost of living will start go­ 
ing up again after leveling off for 
the first time since last summer. 
A high official predicted flatly 
that prices will be higher a year 
from now, as a result of heavier 
government defense spending and 
other inflationary pressures. 
At the same time, the Bureau of 
Labor statistics said that “seasonal” 
factors were largely responsible for 
the fact that January 15 showed no 
rise from the previous month. 
Post-Christmas "white sales” and 
other January clearances dropped 
clothing and house furnishing prices 
on the index far enough to offset 
increases in the cost of food, rent 
and other items, experts explained. 
House democratic leader John W. 
McCormack (Mass.) said the level­ 
ling off of the price index was “a 


victory for our anti-inflation pro­ 
gram.” 
But he added that there is "no 
occasion for complacency” because 
the stability in living costs may be 
only temporary unless congress acts 
on President Trumans request to 
“plug the holes” in the price control 
law.

Probe Of Auto 
Insurance 
Rates Begins 


SACRAMENTO(U.P) — State in­ 
surance commissioner J o h n Ma­ 
loney says he is making an inquiry 
into recent boosts in automobile in­ 
surance costs. 
Mahoney points out premiums to 
California motorists went up 100 
per cent compared to 36 per cent for 
Oklahoma. The two states are the 
only ones in the nation in which 
insurance companies are not re­ 
quired to give notice to the state 
pending rate increases. 
Mahoney says the effect of the 
recent boosts now puts the cost of 
auto insurance on the same level as 
commercial vehicles. 
That is not true in other states, 
Mahoney complains. 
Mahoney also points out that 
while the basic rates f o r $5,000- 
$10,000 liability coverage remained 
on a par with other states, pre­ 
miums for a $25,000-$50,000 policy 
carried by a majority of the m "tor- 
ists increase up to 20 per cent aoove 
other states. 
Mahoney says excessive damage 
suit awards by juries may be one 
cause off the California rate in­ 
crease.
